is the beft of his Works; and Pa:ridge was the Rife of 
the firft Bickerfaff. Thus Erafmus was wife upon Folly, 
and Avrippa witty uponan As. The loweft and moft 
groveling Subjeéts may be rais'd and fublimated by Art ; 
and prefery'd from their own natural Corruption: As 
monftrous uncouth Productions are kept in Spirits, and 
exposd to View and Admiration. I fhould now be 
glad to fee the Names of the Subfcribers Printed at 
large: Methinks it would be fome Eafe to the Town, 
to en many Thoufands ftruck off the Lift of ordinary 
Judges ; and fome Mortification to the Wigs, to thew 
them what vaft Expence their Leaders will ‘be at, to 
prove them incapable of difterning between common 
Senfe, Ignorance and Folly. Not, burt they really knew 
what a Bargain they had purchas'‘d, when they import- 
ed their Ware from the Prefs: For many ‘Thoutands 
were difpos‘d of Gras; and abour Two Days after 
Publication, the Difcount upon Gi/i: was very low, 
that the Copy now before me coft bur Three Pence :

Page of the Clofe of the Englifbman, wherein he is re- 
prefented, as being too nicely fenfible of Reproachy and 
a mahcious Suggeftion is offer, as if he were fot the 
Author of a late. Ingenious Pamphlet, that camé out in 
his. Name. As to his Sen/ibglity of Reproach, Mr. Toby 
conceives, he hasilearn’d that Doétrine too well, con-

The Repuration he has got by 
anfwering the Jmportance of Duntir:, is not quite fo 
dear and diffcule a Purchafe, as to procure him a more 
than ordinary Load of Envy; fiace lie thinks himéelf 
referv'd for much greater Things. 

Here the trer interpofed, and exprefsd his Jn- 
dignation ag the late malicious Conduct of the Auibor 
of the Crif: and his Abettors ; who, it feems, are vio- 
lently fulpeéted of attempting to Ruin Mr. Smith's Re- 
putation, by Publilhing a Week!y Paper -in his Name ; 
fo very Foolifh and Trifling. that it has nothing of rhe 
Spirit-of his other Writings. “Tis a poor tenfelefs 
Trick, to write like Themfelves in another's Name, and 
ther! invagine tliax the World will not diftern rhe Coun- 
terfeir Dulhefs’ from the Genuine. Bur to convince 
thefe Gentlemen, that the Corn-cutier’s Name is not to 
be thus Trifled wirh, he has compofed a Dialogue be- 
tween Pen, Jgk and Paper, in imitation of Shakefpear’s 
Inteflude berween Wali, Lyon, and Moonjhine ; in which 
the various Fortunes of thofe Implimeuts are defcrib’d, 
upon their being tranfimitted by the firft Proprietor 
Bicker ftaff, into che Hands of Spee and Jronfide, and by 
them bequeath’'d to Teague the Exclifbman. In this 
Dialogue, nk gives an Account, when and upon what 
occafion the Tinéture of Gall began to be Predominant ; 
and who infus'd ir. Pen declares, how often he was 
mended by Pr—:, A! n, and other Moderns; and 
what Services he has gone thro’, both under Original 
Authors and Tranjcriber;. Paper thews at large, what 
Sheets have been Defiled : Where the Dutch Mark was 
at any time Introduc’d ; and when Foolfcap became the 
only current Commodity. Bur this elaborate Piece thall 
fhortly fee the Light, fo foon as ever the Aubor of the 
(ri/is is at leifure to Anfwer it.

(bating the inconfiderabie Difference of New Clothes

ner; and whether he really looks like au Every, a be 
only Infolent enough for an Ally. He fays, The Fy, 
miner and bis Friends are for engrofling the Favours of 
the Court to themfelves. He Gueffes threwdly : They 
who make this Coniplaint, are fuppos’d to have y, 
Ambition, when they cry, Make Room. Bur the Exs. 
miner has all along been Tender of Converts: A Name 
this inconfiftent Creature hath fince Vilify’d. Without 
this neceflary Preparation, I would no more have the 


_ Whigs approach the Throne than the Altar. The Exs- 


miner, in his Opinion, hath fharpen'd the Violence of 
Parties. So does every Writer, he is in the Right; 
when thofe, in the Wrong, are Numerous and Obf- 
mate. He repeats his Concern, becaufe the Fxrzrminer 
has no Name; and yet declares againft medling with 
Names and Perfonal Charatters. But does the Examiner 
want a Name, after he has given him fo many? I know 
of no Sett of Syllables, no Word of a‘ lef Size than 
Examiner, fo fit to bear the Reproaches his Party have 
in Store. Why fhould this Creature draw a few harm- 
lefs Letters into the Crime of fubfcribing for other Peo- 
- after having tafted the Punifhment of it in his own 

‘aifon ? My Lord Dorfet thought he had feverely ftung 
a dull Writer of Figure, when he told him, He had 
prevented all Satire by fetting his Name to his awa 
Works. “Tis enough, this Author hath fubfcribed for 
himfelf. Let him take the Caralogue of Examiners out 
of the Works of his own Friends, and make as merry 
with it as he pleafes. The reft of his Clofe confifts ‘of 
large Quotations againft himfelf; which, for the bef 
Reafon in the World, he never intends to Anfwer ; as 
if the Lofs of his own Reputation were not an Equiva- 
lent for the fmall Profits of Pyrating a few Pages from 
an Adverfary. With this, he gives us a few Scraps 
from the Courant, Po/?- Boy, and Proceedings in l——nd, 
to juftify his own Fears and Apprehenfions, which are 
now found to be Groundlefs ; but no Repentance fol- 
lows, no Acknowledgment of his Errors, no Hopes of 
Amendment. By concealing the Defigns of France, in 
their Armaments and Preparations, he does that Crown, 
at this Diftance, :all the Service he can. 

1 have little to fay to his Gifs, but only to with and 
hope, that his Trifling with the 4é#s, then quoted, may 
by no means bring them into Diftepute. Tis furpri- 
fing to hear a Man defend the Succeffion, by Sapping 
the Foundations on which it ftands. Let him call it she 
Ark of God: A Dotbrine of the Church ; and let no 
Power on Earth, barr, alter, or make void the Settlement. 
But then let him ‘not Scant the Notions of a Divine 
and Jndefeafable Right ; which cannot well be expreffed 
in higher Terms. And let nor the Power of Limitation 
as it ftands in our Laws, be publickly Queftioned and 
Invaded. Whereby the Legiflature “may be made De- 
pendent, and the Awthority and Perfon of every Reing- 
ing Monarch be endanger’d : Which, as the beft Whigs 
always argued, muft be the natural Confequences of 
Abolifhing the Undoubted Right of the Legiflatare ; 
and on which the Swcceffion de nds, His Proofs of 
the Danger of Popery, are, The Peace; The Re- 
moval of the Late Gex———1; Dunkirk not yet De- 
molith'd; The Taking of Landau and Fribuurg ; The 
Plague at Vienna ; The'State of Ca:alonia; The Picture 
of the French K, with a Quiver full of Pretenders at his 
Back; Zeal forthe Church ; Two ftitch’d Pamphlets and 
a Book in Folio; The Majfacre at Paris; A Train of Pi 
pilh Princes; and the Terrors of a guilty Confcience. All 
Gygantick Reafons and irrefragable Proofs, with which 
I thall-nor prefome to meddle! Only I could have 
with'd, that among his Securivies of the ce he had 
not forgot the Necefhry of quietine Men’s Minds, and 
reconciling them to the prefent Government; and 
among lis Revolution-Principles, the Neceffity of redu- 
cing a Corrupt Minifiry : They certainly are the firft 
Objeés of Refiftance : Bur yet in the Judgment of the 
Whigs, they are much more Sacred than the Perfon of 
the Aing, provided they like them. Such zealous 
Friends ate they to the only true Revolution- Principe: 
which are agreeable to rhe Nature of our Conftitution! 
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
